Uri Powell, a delegate to the 
Alberta Wheat Pool convention, held 
at Calgary, returned home on Friday’s 
train. 

Seen at the Grande Prairie station 
by The Tribune reporter, Mr. Powell 
summed up the convention as fol- 


ows: 

While the convention held by the 
delegates of the Alberta Wheat Pool 
was appreciative of the fact that the 
net operating earnings of the elevator 
system totalled $335,520.42 during 
the 1937-38 crop year, greater satis- | 
faction was expressed over the, 
success the three Wheat Pools of | 
western Canada achieved in per- 
suading the federal government to 
operate a Wheat Board this year. 
As one director expressed it, this 
meant a direct increase in price to 
every western grain grower who de- 
livered wheat of at least 20 cents a 
bushel. 

The delegates were of the unani- 
mous opinion that the Wheat Board 
should be continued in operation, not 
only to handle all the wheat de- 
livered but likewise coarse grains, 
the prices of which have been piti- 
ably low this year. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool is stead- 
ily getting itself into an excellent 
financial position. Earnings over 
the past two years have not been as 
satisfactory as in the years previous 
thereto, due principally to the small 
crops in Alberta. The average ane | 
nual crop during the past two years 
has been around 70 million bushels | 
of wheat, while the average for the 
ten-year period prior thereto was 131 
million bushels a year. 

The delegates spent seven days in 
going into Pool affairs. They say 
that not a single question asked of 
the management or directors but was 
fully and _ satisfactorily answered. 
This has always been a prominent 
feature of Pool conventions and 
enables the delegates to give the 
fullest information on all phases of 
the operation to Pool members. 

The Pool has fully paid for the 
five-million-bushel terminal at Van- 
couver and each year is steadily 
diminishing its debt to the provincial 
government. The farmers of Alberta 
appear to be appreciative of what the 
organization has been doing in an 
effort to better the lot of agriculture.

MR. A. E. PHIPPS

CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Crop production, mainly due to 
better moisture conditions, showed 
a marked improvement over 1937. 
Our Winnipeg Manager's latest ad- 
vices are that the wheat production 
of the West is estimated at 334 mil- 
lion bushels, of which 223 million have 
been delivered by farmers at 7th 
November and, it is estimated that 
there are only 69 million bushels of 
wheat left to be marketed after pro- 
viding for seed and feed. The wheat 
crop in Canada this year is the largest 
since 1932 and is almost ty,'ce that of 
last year. Prices however, have been 
very unsatisfactory. Western wheat 
this year 80c (Government fixed) 
against $1.35 average price last year. 
The price of Ontario wheat is 58c to 
60c compared with $1.00 a year ago. 
World prices of wheat are the lowest 
for years and the action of the Domin- 
ion Government in fixing the Western 
price I consider fully justified. 

Cattle and hog = marketings are 
below a year ago, the price level for 
hogs advancing due to short supplies 
and higher prices in the market a the 
United Kingdom. The prices for 
cattle are lower by about So to 25%, 
with lambs about the same or a little 
lower for 1938 compared with 1937.

BRING IN THE CLOUDS

G° to any art gallery and exam- 
ine the landscape pictures. 
Find one in which the artist has 
tailed to put clouds in the sky. If 
you succeed you will have encoun- 
tered a rarity in the world of art. 

The fact is that even though a 
painter may succeed in capturing 
the true empyrean blue he seldom 
omits to put in a cloud or two, white, 
iark or tinted, despite the fact thata 
cloudless, blue sky is not an unusual 
phenomenon and hence true to na- 
ture. The painter appreciates that 
clouds in thelr many beautiful 
forms, “pavilions of the sun,” as a 
poet once called them, are artistic 
contributions to any outdoor scene. 
Too, the artist who works in black 
and white rarely fails to put clouds 
in his sky because an expanse of 
plain white space is uninteresting. 

Why do we not more often see 
clouds in amateur photographs? 
Years ago the qualities of photo- 
graphic materials were such that it 
was very difficult to photograph 
clouds because there was no film so 
sensitized that it would register 
clouds distinctly. Today films are 
available which to a greater or less 
degree will do so, but if the little 
gadget known as a filter is used over 
the lens, clouds may be brought into 
the picture in their full form and 
beauty. 

Nevertheless, many amateurs con- 
tinue taking clovdless landscapes, 
their skies being represented only 
by a void of white or gray, or taint 


| outlines of clouds at the best. The 


beauty of a great tumbling cloud, or 
the attractive canopy which a mack- 
erel sky spreads above a landscape 
is absent in the print although 
present when the picture was taken. 

Why should not amateur photog: 
raphers be cloud artists, too, when 
they have the means to do so? The 
trick the filter does is to hold back 
the violet, ultraviolet and blue light 
to which photographic film responds. 
more sensitively than to the other 
colors, and in which clouds and sky 
are both rich. This allows the green 
and red light (also reflected from 
clouds) to register, and if the film 
is of the type especially sensitive to 
green and red, such as the super- 
sensitive panchromatic, the clouds 
come in still more distinctly. Natu- 
rally since the filter holds back al! 
the light to some extent, somewhat 
longer exposures are needed than 
whei. no filter is used. Correct ex- 
posure can be determined by using 
the “filter factor” data furnished by 
the manufacturer. 

Filters for recording clouds and 
for general use are yellow in differ- 
ent degrees of density, variously 
suited to different subjects. A good 
average filter costs only from $1 to 
$1.50, depending upon the camera on 
which the filter is to be used. This 
is an investment which pays high 
dividends in the satisfaction you get 
from the enhanced beauty of your 
outdoor photographs.

| Deposits, Cash 
Show Increase 


Strong Liquid Position Shown At 
Annual Meeting Of Imperial 
Bank 


An all-time high in deposits in the 
Imperial Bank of Canada, totalling 
$141,563,276 om October 31, 1938, an 
increase of $9,365,188 for the year, 
was shown by the annual statement 
presented at the meeting of share- 
holders on Wednesday, November 23. 
Cash and immediately available as- 
sets were 24 per cent of total liabili- 
ties as compared with 20.15 per cent 
the previous year. 

While the early promise of busi- 
ness improvement had not been 
fulfilled, Canada had suffered no 
major setbacks and the general posi- 
tion was better than a year ago, said 
President, Mr. A. E. Phipps, in 
his address. Volume of world trade 
had fallen sharply, and this, with 
decline of wholesale prices, had hit™* 
the exporting countries. Canada’s 
wheat crop had been the largest since 


the 


1932, but prices had been unsatis- 
factory. Manufacturing had recently 
shown recovery, but mining - had 


made the most recovery of all. In- 
dustrial employment was showing 
improvement. While figures revealed 
a healthy condition in Canadian 
banking, it had been a difficult year 
for earnings; but the Imperial Bank 
was in ae streng liquid position, 
showed a steady growth and prac- 
tically undiminished earnings, and is 
in first-class position to handle its 
full share of business. 

The financial statement presented 
by the general manager, Mr. H. T. 
Jaffray, showed a rise in deposits 
from $132,198,088 to $141,563,276. 
Total liabilities to the public were 
$150,514,062 as compared with 
$142,916,132 a year ago. Cash hold- 
ings rose by $3,584,355 to $26,901,860. 
Total holdings of Dominion, provin- 
cial and municipal securities and 
of other securities were 
an increase of only 
. Call loans dropped from 
,166,163 to $5,454,381. Loans to 
rovincial governments and to cities, 
towns, municipalities and school dis- 
tricts increased moderately, being 
largely for seed purposes a 
Dominion guarantee. Current loans 


jincreased by 5.6 per cent to $3,106,- 


277, largely due to financing a

all circumstances, it was gratifying, 


said Mr. Jaffray, to report profits of 
$961,342.79, only $6,634 less than a 
year ago.
